MALES: The number of male breadwinners in Australia (including members of the Forces, 
employers, self-employers, and wage and salary earners at work or temporarily unemployed) 
was 2,520,200 in March, 1944. Before the outbreak of war (July,1939), their number was 
2,371,000. The increase of 149,200 during the war period (to March, 1944) included the 
normal increase of 89,200 male breadwinnors (which might have beon expocted if war had not 
occurrod) and an abnormal war-time increase ostimeted et 60,000.

FEMALES: The number of fomale breadwinners in July, 1939 (including women who were em- 
ployors, self-employers and wage and salary carners, or temporarily unemployed) numbered 

« 677,600. In March, 1944, the number was 820,500, The increase of 142,900 included the 
normal increase of 36,400 fomale brceadwinners (which might heve been expected if pre-war 
trends hed continuod) and an ebnormal war-time incroaso of 106,500 fomales in gainful 
occupation (including Forces) who would not hevo boon seeking gainful occupation but for 
war conditions.

Total Government employment reached o peak of 546,900 in August, 1943, since 
there has been a decline of 26,600. The decline occurred mainly in Government factories 


Total wage and salary earners in civil employment (excluding rural and house- 


«hold domestic) reached a peak in November 1941 (1,952,300) following which there was a heavy 


decline in mele employment as men were called up for the Armed Forces, Since the middle 
of 1943 there has been little change in total employment (excluding rural and household 
domestic), a small incroase in females being offset by a smell decrease in males. 


During Decomber, 1944, estimeted total civil employment (excluding rural and 
fomealos in privatc domestic servico) decrensed by 2,200. The docrosse was in male employ- 
mont end was due in part to seeasonel drop in factory employment viz. sugar mills and meat 
works in Quoensland. Chenges in the main industrial groups from November to December, and
